I'm placing Bob Olsen* s name in nomination for the NIXON Award. 

Now I hear the storm of protest and I can certainly sympathize. I certainly 
agree that there are no finer gentlemen in the Hobby* none kinder to novices f New 
York bag ladies, down on their luck publishers and out-of-work accountants from 
Moor^ t Oklahoite.- No one is bet-fcer.at hosting Cons and making his guests feeJL .welcome 
than the genail gent that puts the Fudge in PudgeCon. Why, didn't a well respected 
non-subzine publisher once refer torBob as "The Hobby Saint"? And there are few 
better allies over the DIP board, are there? I annot disagree with any of this . . . 

And yet, Bob Olsen has a Dark Side. 

All of you who defend him are speaking from your own experience. Our Weltanshanups 
are shaped by our experiences. Well, my experiences are different. For one, thing, 
Bob has a drinking problem. Manybe you've seen him at PudgeCon with a few Diet Citrus 
Mists in him and thought him just another harmless drunk like Gary Coughlan or Ben 
Schilling, but I've seen what he would do with his cat, Olga, when he thought no one 
was looking. And the parakeets . . . Bob no longer has parakeets . . . the city 
of Wichita won't permit that after what happened to the others. In a family zine i; 
like MURD'RING MINISTERS ; I cannot go into detail ... let us just say, it was npt ^ 
a pretty sight. "'• 

" But hey, you say, we all have our foibles, how does this bear on the hobby? 
A fair question . . . The reason Bob deserves the NIXON Award is that no one holds 
a grudge like Bob Olsen. If Bob wants to destroy you, he will . . . consider such 
tragic cases as Bernie Oaaklyn and Bruce Linsey, two wide eyed idealists who l*cpught 
their own unique visions to the Hobby, but tweaked Bob's nose. That facile pen that 
produced suck sparkling and witty "Golden Age" press? Who would have dream^;that 
it could be turned td such an incidious purpose. And now look.. Brux lies before you, 
abkttered wreck, and Oaklyn has been reduced to having to reenter the hobby under 
the pathetic guise of Ken Peel. 

And, alas, consider me. A once promising, bright-eyed novice who thought he might 
\& able to have some fan and, hey, perhaps even win a game once in awhile. Five years 
agOf five years ago, I played my first game of postal DIP with Bob Olsen. We were 
allies. Well, I was young and impetuous ... I, you might say, extended the truth 
Wbit. Oh all right, I stabbed him. I was young, foolish. I have never been the same. 
Soon thereafter, Bob submitted me for the NIXON Award and his entry won (thanks a 
lot, Ron!), thereby ensuring that I would never be successful in a DIP game: again. 
But was that enough for this venomous viper? Noooo ... 

Bob has never GM'd a game before. But after five year of planning and laying the 
groundwork, "of careful manipulation, he invites me into a game with the other three, 
NBtON Award winners (the deserving ones) which he.Is GMing. Sure, I say, eager to 
make peace. He gleefully assigns me Germany between "Liar Al* parson, and "Scumbag"
